Conewago Creek At Table Rock 


Sam uel Shull, cook a» th e Ditzler 
restau ran t

Biglerville, is going 
to have a rare native delicacy in his 
ow n home Sunday—tu rtle soup I rom 
Adams county turtle 
The 
Biglerville 
R. 
D. 
resident, 
who lives near V anDyke's Cornets, 
caught a 20-pound snapping turtle 
Tuesday night at the breast ut the 
dam at Table Rock, 
Fishing for bass and catfish, he 
says he “th o u g h t I caught a whale 
when the huge tu rtle took his line 
R esidents of the Table Rock area 
said th at the tu rtle has been in the 
w ater behind th e dam for years and 
the num erous fisherm en have “had 
hold” of the creature but none be­ 
lore was able to land the snapper. 
Shull and hts wife. Dorothy, had 
gone to the dam for some fishing 
after Shull com pleted work Tuesday 
evening. He had caught four “c a t­ 
ties" and th en cast near the spot 
where 
th e 
w ater 
flows over the 
dam . Som ething nibbled at his hook, 
nibbled again and again and finally 
was hooked 
At first, Shull said, he did iv t 


know w hat he had. th en eventually 
found th a t the huge tu rtle was on 
his' hook. He was unable to pull it 
onto the bank w ith his light tackle, 
and while his wife held the pole. 
he held the turtle w ith one hand 
and struck its head w ith a stick, 
dealing it a stunning blow 
Able at 
last to pick the anim al up, he placed 
it in the tru n k of his car. 
W hen he arrived home the turtle 
w as "full of fight-' but he was able 
t; get it into a barrel, w ith the 
tu rtle Just able to go into the b a r­ 
rel, so great was the circum ference 
of the an im al’s shell 
W ednesday night he held a 'tick 
for the tu rtle to snap, pulled out 
its neck, chopped off the head and 
th en cut up the m eat and placed 
it rn a freezer preparatory for S u n ­ 
d ay s tu rtle soup. 
A check T hursday disclosed the 
dead 
head 
of 
the 
tu rtle 
still 
clam ped to the stick, Shull said. 
Resident-, of the Table Rock area 
said a num ber of turtles have been 
taken from w ater about the dam , 
but said th a t the largest previous 
ones weighed about IU pounds
